" rather go to war than bo bound by 
any bat tho original treaty ot 18^6." 
Though omanating from Pacific mom* 
fesi'|i,"tbi8 doolaration is anythiug but 
p^oifto,ln sentiment, and reminds one 
of the .old saw of "children playinir 
wftil* edged tools." When a party to 
a'^^pute, oommonoes to bluster and 
t&reaten instead of discuBsing tho point 
^{^ly §nd appealiDg to bis opponent's 
fft&Bbtior sense of justice, it is a nev" 
^•jfsljlib^' fiigd that he has a weak 
oase, and is afraid to submit it to tho 
judgment of an impartial person. So 
tho world will judge these pacifically 
inclined Sonalors, wlio may bluster, 
bully and storm as Lboy please, yet 
thoir words will create no feeling in 
British hearts save that of contempt. 
The San Juan Island dispute is a ques" 
tibn that requires but littio argument, 
and to an unprt'jm'iced m'wi admits 
of but one oonstruotion. I'ow old res- 
idents. hut can call to mind the origin 
of the . dispute, which arose iu 1850, 
■jfhon' San Juan Island, which up to 
that timo had remained in tho undis- 
turbed, portsodsion of Great Britain, 
waSj^nvaded by a detachment of Amer- 
ican Boldiora under Capts. Pickett and 
J^gSmntoa, who laid claim to it ae n 
iffi^tloji of tW territory of tbe United 
®iT^TjH)94 b.6ne have forgotten how 
■teS'lr*?* rapidly the paper«mib- 
silei^Sw b6tweea <Jov. Douglas, who 
Tepr,e8ented the British Go»erbineat, and 
Gen.Rarney and Colonel .O^sey on tho 
^d^e 8^>bo; American? }; J»ow a largo 
fcBPflaaSf 'American soldiers was poured 
into 'San- Joan Island, and entrench- 
ments throwa up,'' while a British 
fleet cruised threateningly off the 
island; and how for many weeks the 
prospect of an onganomont that might 
have eet the world ablaza, appeared 
imminent. The fears of a war wero 
allayed by the action of General Scott, 
who agreed to a joint occupation of 
the I-iU\Dd until such time as tuo case 
could bo Bubmittod to arbitration. 
The year following that on which tho 
Island was invaded was fixed for the 
appointment ot a commission to decide 
the-points; but tho civil war broke out, 
a^dt&o.U'iited Slates Government hav- 
i^i^j5d;had its attention engrossed by 
t^_'«UJpO(ly .oVQlitS Which bavo aJdod 
iritthy*; mournful pages to its history, 
^aidf^'but llttio attention to tiio 
m'at(je^''tip settle which the "grave and 
reverend seigoors" from the Pacitic 
advise a policy which most surely 
provokea war ; for Great Britnin will 
never "oODsent to rIvo up tho Island 
poaooahly, except through tho decision 
of a competent arbitrator. While the 
civil struggle raged iu tho States, bad 
the Imperial Government pressed its 
claim to the island it M'ould have boon 
Burreuderod to her, and tho world 
would have hoard tho last of the luis- 
undeifstandiug; but British Htatcsmon 
Bcorned .to ^ tako advantage of tho 
neoosn'tlea bf.a n ally, and tho 

question slumbered all through ihut 
disastrous and tratrioidatboates't until 
the present lin^e, when, wo earnestly 
and BinooreiyJ.hibpe ' that it is in fair 
and speedy train ibr anaiqioahle seitlo- 
ment tba^ ehali-b.e honorable to oiihor 
sidewo^bd .dispute/ arose in this wise :

"The line of boundary between tho twrl- 
toricB of the UniteJ States and those of hin 
Brilanlo Majesty phull be continuoJ westward 
olong ihe saiti forly-ninlh parallel ot uorlb 
lalitudo, to tba middle of tho chauoel which 
separates iho conliiieot from Vanoouvar Is- 
land, and tbenco Boulherly Ihrdu'gh the 
middle oC the channel, and of Puoa Straits 
to tho Pacilio Ocean," 

^^ow, it unfortunately bappnDS that 
there is a channel on either side of 
San J'uan Island, both of which may 
bo and aro navigated by seaogoiug 
shipa. The ohatinol. on the side near- 
est to Vancouver is known as tho Ca- 
nal do Haro, and tho channel on the 
sido nearest tho mainland is called 
liosario Strait. Between San .Tuan 
and tho ni linland o.xi.st lui arohipolui^o 
of small and valuable islands. Should 
Eosario Strait bo tbo channel meant 
hy tho treaty, all tooeo islands, with 
San Juan, will belong to and become 
part of British Colunibia ; but should 
it bo decided that tho Canal do Ilaro 
was meant, then tho Ann'rie:inF, lofiin 
undisputed possession of the islands, 
would command this island and all tho 
channols loading to tho British Main- 
land so e fl'ootaiilly that in case of 
war wo tnuat fall an ensy prey to 
ihoir forces.

At tho time 
the Oregon Treaty wai signed, very 
Utile was known of the hydrogmphic pe- 
culiarities of this coast ; and it is there- 
fore not surprising that we find a docuN 
ment oF great public iniporlance su loosoly 
worded as lo admit of tho iiiirair coiiistrue- 
tiou tho American Goveriuueiit has seen 
fit to place upon it, and to jeopardize the 
peace of two nations that, by tho ties 
of nature and consanguiaily, ought to be 
iVieiid.s. Great Britain has nothing to 
fear by the submission of tho ea"<e to ur^ 
bitratiou, for no impartial mind could 
hesitate for a moment in decidmg that 
the Channel referred to in the 'Treaty 
lies to the oust of San Juan Island.

But these difliculties will, in some measure, 
be obviated when tbo Goveriimout gives us 
that .^i 1 .'iiJii voli-d us two yciirs ago to make 
our road. With thes'> a.lvaiilages in favor of 
tbe sloop, il i.i not surpri.sing that we should 
patronize her. lint i! the Douglas would como 
regularly every tourlb week and lire a buavy 
gun, so that those seven miles from the bay 
can know o( ber arrival, and Ibon remain 
there two nights and oue full day each trip 
then, and not before, oao sbe bo supported by 
us. All this nag formerly explained to Mr. 
Trutch. Some of tbe oOUiall members seem 
vexed that a portion of (be revenUQ of tbt Col- 
ony should bo e.'iponded for tbu benoflt of a 
lewif'arniors at Ooino.'i ; but we also contribute 
our mile to tbo truasnry from which their sal- 
aries are paid ; and the Douglas baa caused 
more lo^ij to tbo lettlomoDt during tbe past 
year iliaii bur wiij|irawal would eotall for tbo 
present your. 

I'liblie let;liiig on tbo subject has boon very 
strong, and manifested itself iu a public meet- 
ing held an the lutb inst., at which resolutions 
were passed coDroying tbe Ibatilcs of tbo sot' 
tlement to tbe Hon/ J. S. Uolmcken for bring- 
ing tbe irregularity of tbo steamer Douglas 
before the Oouncil, and ap|)oiuling .Mr. James 
.McNish a dulegato to Vicloriii to lay tbu griov- 
niices of tbe si^tlers before bis lixcelleaoy tbe 
tioveriior. Tho meeting was then adjourned to 
tbo l&tb March.

Ha has 
won his way in sacb. a maDoer, however, 
that men mention' bis Qtme witti a stnils, 
and this ii the more so in tbe west of Cac- 
ada — Ontario. 

This minister is not so ready in legi<-l4tion 
as mo.-t of bis oolleagaes, but makes for it by 
his activity aod the use of his tongue.
